It is hard to foltow tho movements
of the two Americans from this pelnt
Groce drops from sight altogether

when It became known to Zeiaya
that be had survived the attack of the
Nicaraguan soldiers was ordered to
leave the country plantation
was confiscated He would appear to
have gone to Guatemala City 800 miles
from to have met Groce
there and to have wrlton to friends
in the United States as to entering civil
suits for the recovery of his property
near Masaya In any event It is clear
he undertok to cross the border

his exile was captured
and thrown Into the prison of which
big German friend Mrs Pobtaehbach
writes very sorry

Representative Olmstead of Pennsyl-

ever Zelayas purpose he was forced to
release Cannon and the boy slipped
back over the border into Honduras-

At about this time one of Zelayas
appointees as district governor for the

Promised Treatment
As Prisoners of War

Cannon was taken October 21 one
of the steamers It I said the com-
manding officer aboard promised him
treatment as prisoner of war The
search for Groce required until No
vember 2 In the meantime Cannon
had been thrown Into an outhouse held
there twentyfour hours until nearly un
conscious from the bad air and taken
to a prison nearer the capital The
two were tried by courtmartial Ac-
cording to the Nicaraguan representa-
tive now in Washington they confessed-
to having attempted to lay dynamite
mines in the channel of the San Juan
Then they were led out Into the prison
yard stood up as Maximilian had been
made to stand and shot to death by a
squad of Zelaya troops

The American consul had
the capture He had gone to the Presi-
dent with a demand that Zelaya inter
vene until the case of these American
citizens could be heard Zelaya had
answered he would ass And the
next report to the consul was that his
fellowcountryman were dead

against Americans He was not blood-
thirsty not that only He saw a polit-
ical advantage in these executions It
was the making of an issue between allNicaragua all Central Amer
ica and the United States
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The people might hate him ever so
cordially they hated the prospect of
subordination to America mere Hon-
duras and Costa Rica might be ever so
fearful that he planned to make himself
dictator of all Central America they
were yet more afraid of becoming
with their Central American neighbors
another Porto Rico Zelaya was de-
liberately courting trouble with the
United States

There was no reason to fear that the
trouble would be a serious embarrass-
ment to the surviving Nicaraguan gov-

ernment The United States would not
dare interrupt the progress of Its Pan
American propaganda It was none too
active anyway in behalf of its people
He was not afraid of a nation which
allowed him to open Its mall to put oft
Its consular and diplomatic representa-
tives wlh any answer that suited him
to search its ships in tines of peace

Zelaya left no doubt of his purpose

Others is evading extradition for rape
The American consul and the French
coMuular agent of another town pre-
vailed on the governor to surrender to a
rebel force outside which they swore

be precisely twentyeight But the
great obstacle to respect for America
and the American Government is to be
found in the shadow which the Latin
American of these five nations sees al-
ways lowerins in the sky a foreign
suzerainty

idle to try much longer to stave pre-
cisely such a suzerainty Estrada does
not promise substantial government for
Nicaragua at protection of foreign prop

rights if he succeeds Cuba has
progressed almost to the hour when ad
ministered by the United States and ret
rograded almost to the hour when ad
ministered by Cubans Santo Domingo
side by side with degraded Haiti has
advanced so rapidly in the four years
of an American maiwrement of her

is almost inevitable her people should

And the existing attention of most of
the Central American republics will not
permit an Indefinite waiting for things-
to improve as already they have im-
proved in South America Hear Wil-
liam HH Hunt an American agent for
investors in these countries a friend to
their presidents and an accmpliehed
commercial diplomatist

In Nicaragua and Guatemala there-
is today such a state of oppression
abuses of law as to pre
sent more need for intervention on the
part of the United states than there
was in Cuba Some eight er nine months
ago an effort was made to blow up Es
trada Cabrera president of Guatemala
After that his method of preventing

such efforts was to establish a cen-
sorship over the prepfe coming into the
country which required vtetttog women
to be stripped entirely nude by male in-
spectors

security for foreign property in all the
Central American republics even in
time of revolution Bpt the laws are
so utterly disregarded in dealings be

The attitude of the American depart
ment of foreign affairs is that no one
must whisper intervention The wholerange of lesser measures must be tried

Zelaya and Cabrera and patient con-
ference But there is no prospect that
thfcso will serve better In Central
America than In Santo Domingo

Once about five years ago the na-
tions undertook themselves to improve
matters They met in Costa Rica with
Salvador easily the best governed of
the agreed upon a far-
sighted plan for renewing the old con
federation and forming a single trust
worthy permanent government They
even chose the site for the capital at

in Honduras But the
whole project failed when they reached
the selection ot the first president The
delegates from each separate nation
represented demanded the election of
their chief
Nations Gather
For Federation Again

They meet again nations in
June of 1910 In what new relationship
they will come together none of us
lean toll The curtain though lifted a
Lttle by these American boys has not
yet let in the light so far But even
tually it must be let in Into every dark
ravine in Central America into every
thieving government there into the
corroded heart of every ruthless de
stoyer of life and spirit When that
shall come whether this year or next
o a generation hence the light will be
seen to shine through a lease held for-
ward in the hands of two young sol-
diers of fortune as they fell In the
court yard of a prison in Nicaragua at
10 In the morning of November 12
